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GREAT WAVE SWEEPS OVER AN OCEAN LINER 


FIVE PASSENGERS 


ARE LOST. 


Scores Are injured and Many More 


Have Narrow Escape From 


NEW YORK, October 14—Five lives are known to have been 


lost and more than thirty persons injured, some of them, seriously, 
on the Cunard Line steamer Campania last Wednesday, when a 
gigantic wave rolled over the steamer and swept across a deck thick 
with steerage passengers. So sudden was the coming of the disas- 
ter and so great the confusion which attended and .followed it, that 
even the officers of the steamer themselves were unable today, upon 
the vessel's arrival here, to estimate the full extent of the tragedy. 


FIVE KILLED. 


It is possible that the five persons known to be missing from 


the steerage may not constitute the full number of dead. When 
the Campania reached quarantine today ten of the injured passen- 
gers were still in the ship's hospital, some of them seriously hurt 
and a score of others were nursing minor injuries. 


HEAVY SEA RUNNING. 


John Graham of Milwaukee was one of the passengers washed 


overboard and lost. He was traveling in the steerage. The others 
v/ho are known to have lost their lives were two Irish girls, a 
Danish boy and a man whose nationality has not been ascertained. 


The Campania was plowing along under full headway last 


Wednesday afternoon. A heavy quartering sea was running, but 
the weather conditions were far from unpleasant and the big boat's 
decks were crowded with passengers. The steerage deck was cov- 
ered with merrymakers and there was nothing to indicate the ap- 
proaching disaster when suddenly the big steamer lurched to port 
and scooped up an enormous sea. 


WAVE ON STEAMER. 


The wave boarded the steamer about midships on the port side 


and swept clear across the steerage deck, completely filling the 
space between that deck and the deck above and carrying every- 
thing with it. The steamer's side was buried and passengers on the 
deck above the steerage were submerged to their waists as the im- 
mense volume of water rolled aft and then surged forward 


All the cabin passengers on the upper deck succeeded in cling- 


ing to supports while the waters surged around them and were 
saved, but the unfortunates in the steerage deck found themselves 
utterly helpless. 


RUSH OF WATER. 


The irresistible rush of waters, sweeping toward the forward 


part of the ship, carried everything before it 
Nettings, heavy rail- 


ings, and other obstructions which had been arranged near the rail- 
ings to prevent passengers being washed overboard, served their 
purpose only in part. 


So great was the volume and force of the rushing waters that 


a door in the rail was smashed and through this opening five of the 
helpless ones who had been caught by the wave were swept to their 
death. Others dashed against the rails and other like obstructions 
and escaped death, but many of them received severe injuries 
One 


young woman had both legs broken at the thigh, and several per- 


/sons suffered broken arms and ribs, while more than a score were 


bruised and battered. ' 


MANY INJURED 


When the wave cleared the vessel the forward part of the deck 


was strewn with injured, and four hours Dr. Varden, the ship's sur- 
geon, aided by a number of physicians among the cabin passengers, 
was busy in attending to their hurts. In the meantime an inspec- 
tion of the steerage was made by the ship's officers and it was 
learned that five of the passengers were missing. No further con- 
firmation regarding the inspection was given out. 


IN THE STEERAGE. 


From the steerage passengers it was learned that the lives of 


Beveral children were saved by a stewardess, Miss Cotes, and a deck 
steward. The little ones were playing about the deck when they 
were caught in the swirl of water and carried aft with the others 
On the return rush of the wave, the children were being earned di- 
rectly toward the open door through which the five who lost their 
lives had been carried, when Miss 
x> Cotes and the steward rushed to 


their rescue and dragged them back to safety. 


Wednesday's disaster marks the first time in the Cunard Line's 


history of more than sixty years that a passenger has been lost from 
one of its steamers by accident.

Contra Costa Water Company Sues 


for $100,000 Damages and a 


Restoration of Waters.

What pi onuses to be a battle royal has begun between the 


Contra Costa Water Company and the Realty Syndicate for the 
waters of Sausal Creek, which rises in the Contra Costa Hills back 
of Piedmont and fiows through Fruitvale into San Leandro Bay 
near the mouth of the Alameda Tidal Canal. 


BOUGHT THE RIGHTS. 


Many years ago the Contra Costa Company bought riparian 


rights along the creek and constructed a dam for impounding and 
diverting'the waters to afford a supply for the Fruitvale district 
and adjacent territory outside the city limits of Oakland. 


More recently the Realty Syndicate has diverted the waters 


of Sausal Creek above the dam of the Contra Costa Company, con- 
structed a reservoir at a cost of neerly $50,000, and laid a pipe sya- 
tern to supply the lands back of Oakland the Syndicate is selling for 
building lots. 


OWNERSHIP OF WATER. 


The ownership of the water is, therefore, important as an 


element of real estate values as well as valuable intrinsically. 


SUIT FOR DAMAGES. 


Today the Contra Costa Company, by its attorneys, M. C. 


Chapman and Morrison & Cope, began suit against Frank M. 
Smith and the Realty Syndicate to recover $100,000 damages for 
unlawful diversion of water and for a perpetual injunction restrain- 
ing the defendants from appropriating, diverting or otherwise inter- 
fering with the natural flow of Sausal Creek, which is alleged to 
be about 600,000 gallons per day. 


THE COMPLAINT. 


The complaint alleges that the plaintiff, being a^ corporation 


engaged in supplying the inhabitants of Oakland and its environs 
with water, acquired certain riparian lands along Sausal treek and 
in 1872 built thereon a dam for the appropriation and diversion of 
the water for a public use; that it remained in undisturbed and 
undisputed possession of the use of said water till within three 
years last past, when the defendant began to intercept and divert 
the flow of the stream at divers places above the point of diversion 
by the Contra Costa Company ajt what is known as the "stone 
dam." The allegations further set forth that the Realty Syndicate 
has diverted the waters of Sausal Creek by dams across its tribu- 
taries and tunnels run into lands contiguous to the channel, to the 
great financial damage of plaintiff, which claims a prior appropria- 
tion of thirty years standing. 


RULE LAID DOWN. 


Pqrtions of the complaint indicate that the rule laid down in 


Katz vs. Walkinson by the Supreme Court and reaffirmed in the 
Monterey case will be invoked by plaintiffs to prevent defendant 
interfering with the underground flow of water previously appro- 
priated. It is alleged in the complaint that the waters of Sausal 
Creek appropriated by the plaintiff and hitherto diverted to a public 
use have ben greatly diminished in volume by the unlawful diver- 
sion of defendants. It is further affirmed on information and 
belief that F. M. Smith falsely claims to be the owner of the waters 
of Sausal Creek to the injury of the plaintiff. The complaint closes 
with the following prayer: 


THE PRAYER. 


"Wherefore plaintiff prays that this Honorable Court by its 


decree herein adjudge and determine that the Contra Costa Water 
Company is the owner in perpetuity of the rights in and to the 
waters of said Sausal Creek and its forks and tributaries herein- 
before alleged to be owned by it, and that it is entitled to the unin- 
terrupted, undiminished and unimpaired use and enjoyment of said 
rights in perpetuity, and that this Honorable Court adjudge and 
determine that the Contra Costa Company is, adversely to all the 
world, the owner of the paramount right in perpetuity to take at 
all times out of and from the waters of said Sausal Creek, at its 
said dam, and to appropriate to its own use, the amounts of water 
specified in this complaint, and that the title of the Contra Costa 
Water Company in and to said rights, and in and to the waters of 
said Sausal Creek, its forks and tributaries, in and to -which it owns 
the rights aforesaid, be declared good and valid, and be forever 
quieted. 


"That this Honorable Court perpetually enjoin and restrain 


claims of said defendants and each of them be adjudged to be 
invalid and without right or foundation; * 


"That this Honorable Court perpetualy enjoin and restrain 


said defendant, The Realty Syndicate, its officers, employes, 
agents and servants, and said defendant, F. M. Smith, his employes, 
agents and servants, from taking, diverting, using, appropriating, 
or in any way interfering with the waters of said Sausal Creek and 
its tributaries, either above said Sausal Dam, or above the land in 
paragraph III of this complaint described, to any extent or by any 
means which shall interfere with or invade any of the rights/so 
owned by the plaintiff, Contra Costa Water Company, or intercept, 
interrupt, diminish, impair or obstruct the exercise or enjoyment 
by the Contra Costa Water Company of any of said rights so 
owned by it, or the natural flow of said stream to or upon said land. 


' "That the plaintiff recover its costs and disbursements in this 


behalf expended, and judgment against said defendant, The Realty 
Syndicate, for-the sum of one hundred thousand'(f 100,000.00) *dol-

Whereby Widow is to 


Receive $10,000, 


A signal victory was won by Attor- 


ney Stanley Moore this morning1 when 
It was announced in court that the 
Sunset Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany was willing to compromise the 
suit brought by Moore against it on 
behalf of Joanna Horton for the sum 
of $10,000. A Jury gave the plaintiff 
a verdict of 112,500 on April 7th of this

The action was based upon (the 
death of Horace Horton the husband 
and father who was killed at 
his 


home at 1820 Thirteenth avenue on 
the 7th day of .July, 1904, by a shock 
recclvod from a telephone wire run- 
ning down the side of his house- The 
testimony went to show that the nak- 
ed 
wire of the company had been 
strung down the side of the house 
without protection, to within a short 
distance of the ground where any one 
could easily get hold of it. 
It was brought out by Moore dur- 


ing the trial that the wire of the Tel- 
ephone 
Company had 
been strung 


along parallel to, and In close prox- 
imity to heavily charged electric light 
wires and .that the telephone wire by 
induction 
had 
become so heavily . 


charged as to make it a deadly peril 
to any one that came In contact with 
It. 


On the day in question, Horton was 
at home working in the garden when 
the telephone wire began a great buz- 
zing. The noise had been frequent for 
a week prior to this time and com- 
plaints to the main office had failed 
to remedy the nuisance, and continued

Are Uni:arians Christians? 


The exclus m of the American Unitarian Association from the 


forthcoming co terence of Christian churches has provoked a dis- 
ciission that is likely to be highly interesting, although it may give 
rise to some un-Chnstian feeling and evoke some acrimonious ex- 
pressions. Yet the exclusion presents a question nicely balanced 
between rightful definition and sectarian intolerance. 


Has the Unitarian church ^ny valid claim to be classed with 


Christian congregations? This is not an invidious inquiry, but is 
suggested by the very nature of the controversy. 
It is not neces- 


sary to pass judgment on the relative merits of orthodox Christianity 
and Unitarianism, as a religious belief, to arrive at a decision respect- 
ing the proper classification of religious organizations. Jews, Mo- 
hammedans, Maronites and other sects believe in one indivisible 
Deity and the ethical principles in general which all the Christian 
sects endorse and advocate, but nobody would call them Christians 
or insist that they had a right to representation in a conference of 
Christian congregations? 


Can any religious organization which rejects the doctrine of 


•"icarious sacrifice, the Trinity of God, the story of the Immaculate 
Conception, the Drvinity of Jesus and salvation through repentance, 
baptism and belief in the sacrament established as a sacred rite at 
the Lord's Supper, be rightfully designated as "Christian3" These 
dogmas and tenets whic hembody the whole scheme of Christian sal- 
vation, are indispensable requisites to a belief in the Christian faith as 
it is understood and taught in every church on the globe calling itself 
Christian. If Christ was not the Messiah whose coming was fore- 
told by the prophets, was not of divine origin and did not offer His 
Mood as an atonement for the sins of mankind, then the whole 
scheme of Christianity is based upon a monstrous 
fallacy—the 


deification of Jesus, wise, virtuous.and intense humanitarian that 
He admittedly was, is no better than man worship. 


Modern'Unitarianism differs in many respects from the Uni- 


tarianism of a century or even half a century ago. It is today more 
of a nucleus for dissent of all kinds than anything else. It has no 
creed; the beliefs of its communicants are archaic, dissonant and 
d'«cordant 
Formerly the Unitarians were positive in their negative 


beliefs, however nebulous the articles of their positive faith; but now 
they seem to be equally indefinite at both ends. Rejecting Christ as 
a Savior, disavowing the Trinity, as their name implies, they cele- 
brate Easter and glorify Jesus as a great teacher. Denying the in- 
spiration of the Judaic scriptures, they quote the Hebrew prophets, 
extol the fathers of the Christian church, sing the psalms of David 
and the hymns of Wesley, and call the Apostles as witnesses and 
examples of what man should be 
This is as archaic as heterodox. 


The Unitarians teach good morals, elevated ideals and the ethics of 
a noble life, but they are not, strictly speaking, a Christian denomina- 
tion. In proportion to numbers the" are perhaps the strongest 
sect intellectually in the world, but they do not agree with them- 
selves, and so long as they deny the essential facts on which the 
Christian faith is founded, it is difficult to see how they can be classed 
denominally as Christians, since the word Christian signifies a per- 
son who believes that Jesus was the Son of God and the Savior of 
mankind.

Times are unprosperous in Porto Rico. The inhabitants 


the island are disgusted and discontented with American rule. 


Hard times is alone sufficient to account for the disfavor under 


which the system of government has fallen. In this country we 
blame business stagnation and industrial depression on the party. 
When the drouth and grasshoppers ruined successive crops in Kan- 
sas, the Republican farmers tried to play even by electing Populists 
and Democrats. 
Iowa elected a Democratic Governor 
because 


•wheat and pork were bringing poor prices in Europe. 


The Porto Ricans are only following the example of Americans 


when they blame their troubles on the Government. They are more 
excusable because the new domination is alien and strange, the laws 
and official customs entirely _ different to anything they have been 
accustomed to. The new officials are of a different race, speak a 
different language, and are altogether out of sympathy with Spanish 
customs. 


Still, if a special correspondent of Harper's Weekly is to be 


credited, the Porto Ricans really have cause to complain of what the 
United States Government has done for them. It did not bring the 
harricane which devastated the island, but it did establish a tariff 
system which has depressed instead of developing the/ agricultural 
industry. By prohibiting corporations from owning more than 500 
acres of land and placing onerous restrictions on granting franchises 
to public service corporations, capital has been driven oat of the 
island and enterprise on a large scare stifled. The coffee plantations 
can only be successfully, worked on a large scale. The same is true 
of the sugar industry, which requires the use of costly machinery. 
The law limiting a single ownership to 500 acres is a millstone 
around the necks of Porto Rico's chief industries. 
Consequently 


coffee and sugar growing is languishing and thousands of laborers 
formerly employed on the plantations out of work. Business in the 
towns is disastrously affected, and the poverty and discontent in 
the rural districts are carried by, declining trade into the towns. All 
over the island the natives are plaintively saying Los Americanos 
have ruined Porto Rico. 


Yet the American Government has made many notable public 


improvements there; built fine roads in the country, sanitary sys- 
tems in the cities and established an admirable public school system. 
The principal harbors have been improved, and the universal graft 
that prevailed in official circles during Spanish rule abolished. Still, 
these benefits do not reconcile the Porto Ricans to the decay of the 
sugar and coffee industries caused by unwise laws and elemental 
disturbance. W ecannqt legislate against the last, but we can repeal 
the former, and Congress should do so promptly. 


Governor Pardee asks Mayor Mott if the improvements project- 


ed on the bay front by the Southern Pacific will benefit Oakland 
The Governor knows a good deal about Oakland—what does he 
think about it' Hardly anyone in this city, we think, will deny 
that the proposed improvements will greatly benefit Oakland. The 
only objection thus far advanced is, that they will also benefit the 
railroad company. Nobody benefits from the present condition of 
tfre bay, front. 


The substitution of \\hite for negro labor at the South is stead- 


ily driving the negroes North, where they congregate in the towns 
and engage mainly in menial occupations 
There are few negro 


farmers, either tenants or landowners, in the $orth, but there are 
hundreds of thousands in the South. 
In the old slave section the 


I'egro is still rural in his habit and occupation; in the old free States 
he is divorced from the soil and an inhabitant of cities. Is the 
change a beneficial or propitious one for the colored race? 
The 


latest move to substitute foreigners for negroes in the South is the 
attempt of an oyster canning factory in Charleston, S. C., to obtain 
100 Bohemians from Baltimore. The complaint of the negro help 
in this factory is that they cannot be depended upon, there being 
350 some mornings, of whom only, 50 will be found at work in the 
afternoon, pay being on the piece plan. In the phosphate camps, 
the coal mines, the lumber mills and on the railroads there is mani- 
i»st the same tendency to get white men to do the work hitherto 
done by colored men. Negro labor is completely barred from the 
cotton factories, though it is still largely employed in tobacco manu- 
iacturing. 
In the South the black man is gradually losing his 


hold on the building trades, and in the North he is making no 
progress as a constructive mechanic. In the long run the colored 
people have more to fear from industrial than political proscription 
'• hey can stand the social expression of race prejudice with philos- 
ophy, but they, are likely to suffer from being shut out of employ- 
ment

•What Other Cities Have Expended 


for Parks. 


The following article from the Denver Post is so applicable to 


Oakland, and so suggestive at this particular time that we reproduce 


tit in full, recommending its thoughtful perusal to our citizens: 


"A few years ago Boston drained its fens, converted them into 


a park, and real estate in the vicinity went up a thousand per cent. 
"London built its embankment through a district that was the resort 
of the scounngs of the metiopohs, and the result is an avenue one 
hundred feet wide that cost $15,000,000. France once had a dirty 
canal that ran for two thousand yards through a closely built sec- 
tion from the Place de la Bastile to the Rue de Fauburg du Temple. 
The artistic Frenchmen built a grand boulevard over it for the full 
length, put in ventilators and air shafts at intervals, concealing the 
openings with parterres of flowers, and let the canal flow on. Mil- 
••vvatikee spent $1,600,000 in obtaining its present park system; Min- 
neapolis mapped out a plan in 1887 and up to 1902 has spent $3,500,- 
000 and had acquired 1,600 acres of^parks. This includes not only 
parks within the city connected by a chain of boulevards, but also 
a lake system and a grand park system along the western bank of 
the Mississippi river from the lake to the Isles of Minnehaha. In 
1900, Wilmington, with a population of 76,500, had spent $243,851.46 
on and for parks, and $218,500 for improvements, or a total of $462^- 
351.46. It had a park acreage of 270, or one acre of park land to 
every inhabitant, or one acre of park land to every twenty-four acres 
of city land. Washington has spent .over $6,000,000; Baltimore, 
$10,000,000; Buffalo, $5,000,000; Cincinnati and Cleveland over $2,- 
000,000 each; Pittsburg, $3,000,000 and San Francisco $4,000,000 on 
'parks. Up to 1897 New York had expended $5,000,000 in the pur- 


V~;ehase and improvement of park lands, and now has under way im- 


pfovements that mean the additional expenditure of ' $10,000,000 
-Up to the present time the purchase and improvement of park lands 
•m Denver has cost about $1,000,000, and public sentiment appears 


• ?t& be in favor of largely, extending the present park area."

Recent Disclosures Cause 


Nation to Strengthen 


Its Navy, 


BEBLTN, October 14.—The disclos- 


ures In France of alleged British of- 
fers of alliance against Germany are 
so thoroughly believed here that 
the 


power of the naval league with Its 
600,000 members and all the appartus 
of agitation Is already moving for a 
new naval program that shall further 
Increase Germany's defensive resources 
against Great Britain. 


Popular distrust of Great Britain has 


naturally swollen to great proportions, 
and the semi-official denials In Lon- 
don can scarcely overcome the convic- 
tions now formed that Germany has 
had a narrow escape from a war In 
which, although she would have been 
viotorious on land, would have result- 
ed In her being crushed at sea, and 
damaged along the coast, with the con- 
sequent 
destruction of her over-sea 


commerce. 


The events of the last four months 


have silenced the opponents of a naval 
increase, except the Socialists and 
Radicals. 


"While time and money beyond Ger- 


many's resources would be necessary 
to equal Great Britain's present navy, 
not to speak of her future buildings, 
yet the feeling is that Germany m-ist, 
for defensive reasons, build as many 
more ships as the country's finances 
will bear. 


The government, some months ago, 


decided to Introduce in the Reichstag 
a measure substituting large for small 
cruisers in the authorized naval pro- 
gram.

BYTERIAN CHURCH TO 


SEEK NEW FIELD. 


Perhaps no Institution of modern times 


has undergone such radical changes at 
this Sunday school. 


The sleepy Interminable hour of twen- 


ty years ago, with the-Tom Sawyers andj i 
Huckleberry Finns swapping tickets and 
failing- to remember the text, has passed 
into deserved oblivion. 


The modern Sunday school has not 


oulv kept pace with the public or day 
school, but has in many cases surpassed 
it, as there are no boards of education 
trembling beforo tha miserly tax-payer. 


St. Paul's Sunday school has for near- 


ly two years been upon a modern basis. 
The circular advertising the school is 
brief and pointed. The advantages are 
set 
forth 
in short paragraphs. 
The 


scheme Is, on paper, very attractive and 
reads well. 
But the great question is, 


does such a strict and exacting system 
work? 


Well, let us see what the system Is. 
First, the rector is the superintendent. 


He has assistants but his place Is at the 
head. It is his pleasure to preside over 
his school as over his pulpit. 


Again, the school is carefully guarded., 


Not foolishly for the sake of numbers, 
but effectiveness. 


The primary school has various groupa 


from the kindergarten to the more ad- 
vanced primary work. The most atten- 
tive work is done in this department, 
and it is conducted by an experienced 
kindergartener. 


The main school is under the eye of 


the rector. 
The system is here given 


full sway. 


The teachers are selected in most cases 


by the rector. 
Personal fitness 
and 


equipment are necessary. 


The classes are small. Tha aim is to 


keep the number down to six and not 
more than eight. This makes better or- 
der and effective teaching. 


The public school work is Badly han- 


dicapped by the size at the classes. 


Perfect order is maintained. The dis- 


cipline of the school is of first import- 
ance. 
They never hesitate to send a 


child away from the school that threat- 
ens to impair the hour for the whole 
class. 


Most 
satisfactory 
relations 
between 


parent and school 
ai«e managed 
and 


maintained. 
A careful marking of the 


child's attendance, conduct and lessons 
Is made each Sunday. 
Once a month 


a report card with a fair and. Just indi- 
cation of the child's status in the class 
is sent to the parents. This arouses the 
parents to their responsibility and makes 
the school a dignified institution. 


The most successful feature of the 


school is the teaching. 
At present tho 


third quarter of the Bible Study Union 
lessons (undenominational) Is being used. 
We take two years for the one year's 
quarterlies. That provides for a thorough 
review each month. 
The method of re- 


view is at first sight exacting. 
Each 


child is given paper and pencil and a 
Sunday school examination is given each 
month. 
Not an overtaxing of tha child 


but a careful questioning on the lessons 
of the month. 


Each child is compelled to take an an- 


ijual examination at the end of the year, 
in June, and medals are given for ex- 
cellence. The question is, how does such 
a plan work? 


Our answer is that seventy-six per 


ct-nt of the main school took the written 
review last Sunday, and that under this 
system the average attendance has prac- 
tically doubled. 


The Sunday school of St. Paul's Church 


is well worth a visit.

Mrs. Busch left Portland two days ago 
to join her huaband, who Is now ap-

Her child, which had been ill 
for months, became suddenly worse on 
the train. The anxious mother was un- 
able to relieve the distress of the infant 
and made a. vain search for a physician 
on the train. 
After death claimed the tiny one. the 
mother, fearful that her child would be 
taken from her before she reached her 
destination, clutched it to her breast 
convulsively.

Schmitz and Partridge 
Are Matting a Lively 


Campaign. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 14.—We are now in the midst of 


our bienniarl talk-fest. Tlie big meetings of the campaign are 
being held, --K! if meetings counted for anything we might 
begin to get 
une line on the probabilities of the voting. Par- 


tridge held a very large meeting early in the. week, and the 
night after Schmitz held a much larger one. Prom that you 
might say that Schmitz would Toe likely to get more votes than 
Partridge. Generally speaking, his meetings are better at- 
tended than those of his rival.' 


But meetings count for very little. When Maguire ran 


against Gage-the Democrats had very much larger meetings 
Ahan the Republicans. Two years ago at the close of the cam- 
paign, Franklin 3L Lane, the Democratic nominee for Mayor, 
packed the Mechanics Pavilion with one of the most enthus- 
iastic gatherings ever seen in this city. It was estimated that 
there were over 15,000 voters in that tremendous gathering. It 
staggered the wisest of us. Yet Lane got less than 13,000 votes, 
and was an ignominious third in the race.' So you can see,how 
little you can rely upon the numbers attending1 meetings for an 
estimate of the poll.

It can be said for the Partridge meeting at the Alhambra 


Theater that it was what we call a "representative" gathering. 
It was not made up altogether of political hacks who go from 
meeting place to meeting place to whoop up the campaign or in 
the hope of being entertained by speechmaking. Prom the 
character of the people who attended, it has been argued that 
the feeling against Schmitz is widespread, and that in conse- 
quence the usually silent vote will come out against Schmitz 
on election Any. Partridge made a very good talk and a very 
fair impression. He is not what the Democrats call a "ratable- ' 
rouser." He does not stir the blood and start the lungs to 
cheering. But he makes a favorable impression, and tends to 
convince the people of his sincerity. He is a small, thin man, 
and his looks are somewhat against him. But looks do not 
count very much in a Mayor. 


As for Schmitz, he talked altogether too long and -read his 


speech, giving opportunity for his critics to say again that'Ruef 
had prepared the address for him. But though Schmitz has lost 
his voice in a large measure, he is an exceptionally good cam- 
paigner, and I think it is safe to say that he makes his speeches 
for himself; for whenever he has been called upon to speak'

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But, as I have said, you cannot tell much from the meetings 


as to how the votes will come out. What betting is clone seems 
to be at even money and there is very little of it. But there are 
very few men who say with any enthusiasm that they expect 
Partridge to win. They will argue that if there is a very large 
vote Schmitz will be beaten, and ihey will give reasons for a 
hope that the present administration will be turned out of office. 
But I rarely find anyone who says quickly on his tongue: "It is 
a cinch for Partridge." 


On the other hand, the Schmitz men are Very noisy and very 


confident. You hear them continually saying that there is 
nothing to it but. Schmitz. They even tell of how he is going to 
pull through the entire Union Labor ticket. There is no doubt- 
ing their enthusiasm. If they have nothing else to do, they go 
out and pull clown the Partridge banners. This rascally work 
of course makes no votes for Schmitz, but it shows the spirit of 
the men behind his candidacy. And there is something in this 


work of enthusiasm. It seems to me that if Partridge is to win 
at all it must be through working up the citizens to a feverish 
energy. Certainly they will not be worked -up to such an energy 
if the Partridge supporters only > boost Ms candidacy in a half- 
hearted fashion. Men "will not be induced to stay in San Fran- 
cisco and go to the.polls Unless there is a thrill in the air and 
a good chance for victory. Consequently the campaign still 
looks favorable to Schmitz.

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The saloon men are not as solid for Schmitz as the Mayor's 


shouters think they are. Every now and then I hear a murmur 
from the whiskey men who say they are tired of being stood up. 
There is quite a tendency among them to refuse to contribute 
further campaign funds and to vote against the Schmitz admin- 
istration. These men are' in the minority, of course, but they 
may have some effect on the general result. 


The majority of the saloon men favor Schmitz because 


under Ms administration they are not annoyed by the police 
regulations. XjThey are given many small privileges that do no 
one any particular harm. They fear that with the coming in 
of a new administration these privileges willv be cut off.

Francisco is a pleasure-loving city, and the sooner Reform poli- 
ticians recognize this fact, the more likely they will be to secure 
genuine reform in municipal administration.

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On the other hand, there is no doubt that the enthusiasm of 


the dive men over Schmitz is hurting his candidacy. The fre- 
quency that some of Ms appointees, are seen in the red-light 
district is doing him no good. The number of rounders who are 
wearing Schmitz buttons tends to drive away' support from the 
Mayor. 


Take a man like Police Commissioner Poheim. He is a 


University of California graduate, and completed Ms medical 
education in 'European universities. 
But you will find him 


sitting during the late night hours in the Oriental cafe on 
Powell .street, where the piano is playing long after the hour 
.when, the ordinance that Commissioner-Poheim has sworn to 
enforce says that it shall cease playing, and in a place where, as 
one wag puts'it, "he is surrounded by all the dolls of fairyland." 
He does the administration no good by appearing in such 
places, any more than some other commissioners did in getting 
drunk around the Republican meetings.

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Ruef is going to hold a meeting of Ms own on Monday night 


at the Alhambra Theater. That is afiother thing that will do 
Mayor Schmitz and Ms ticket no good. Ruef makes quite as 
good a speech as any of the spell-binders who are now amusing 
the public. But this is a good time to keep bim in the back- 
ground. There are a great many men who think that Mayor 
Schmitz is entirely honest, and that Ruef is responsible for all 
of his delinquencies. So this is a very good occasion for Ruef 
to sing particularly small, instead of trying to occupy the full 
glare of the limelight in the center of the political stage.

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The newspaper abuse of Schmitz, on the other hand, has 


tended to help his candidacy. There have not been many facts 
behind this abuse and the people have grown very tired of all 
the mud-slinging. Time and time again I hear men say that if 
the papers would just take up what Partridge* has to say and 
stop their abuse of the Mayor, the chances for the election of 
Partridge would be very much improved. And the argument of 
Schmitz that notwithstanding all the attacks upon Mm, the 
business of the City of San Francisco was-never before in any- 


thing like as prosperous a condition as it now-fe is very hard to 
answer. And perhaps this business prosperity is the reason 
why some men are supporting the Mayor whom you would nat- 
urally suppose would be against him. 


The other night Grarrett Wv McEnerney was invited' to 


preside at the big Partridge meeting. He declined on the 
ground that he is out of politics. I am very credibly informed 
that Mr. McEnerney is a supporter of Schmitz. Among the 
vice-presidents named for that meeting was Harry J. Creswell, 
formerly City Attorney, and now a very prominent figure at 
the bar and in the Pacific Union Club. I am also informed on 
very good authority that Mr. Oreswell is a' supporter of 
ScKmitz. I do know that the Pacific Union Club, with all its 
exclusiveness, is honeycombed with Schmitz supporters, though 
, you would suppose that the natural tendency of all of these 
men would be to support Partridge and Reform.

formed determines to some extent the 
potency of such alkaloids as quinine 
and nicotine upon the tissues., 
The establishment of such a fact 


for salts in general will be of consid- 
erable value In the practice of .medi- 
cine, a principle being obtained by 
which the actions of drugs could be 
controlled and modified by the admin- 
istration with them of .appropriate sa- 
line solutions.

Archbishop Aglipay at Manila by 
Miss Alice Roosevelt. 
Aglipay 


and his followers took possession 
of considerable church property 
after the American occupation of 
the Philippines, and are now be- 
ing sued for restitution by some 
of the church authorities. 
The 


daughter of the President, it is 
said, was most .affable to the out- 
lawed archbishop, and of course 
the regular church dignitaries 
could- not rub elbows with 
the 


creator of scandal and schism, 
and so they had to stand aside 
and look on in coldness and si- 
lence. .The effect of all this, it is 
said, in Rome, w.as j;o. give Aglipay 
undue prominence and belittle the 
regular Roman clergy in the eye1;

special attentions. In this coun- 
try, where there is such perfect 
freedom in religious affairs,
